No less 
than 85 foreign(nou-Egyptian) doctors obtained 
licenses to. practise here during the past-year,

prepositiva, and the author adopts the Arabic 
divisiun ol speech mito ism, fil and Aar/, ail ot 
which are adunirably treated. ‘I'wo of tue great- 
estuneaities of Amsbic, the termaton of the 
plural aud the conjugation of the verbs, are 
desit with in a clear manner, as also are 
the prepositions, ‘Ihe book ends with lists of 
derived verbs which are of the greatest value 
to the student. 

Although the present writer does not agrbe 
with the author in certain places (and wich 
Arabic schular does not disagree with others 
on Wapy points in grammar), such as, for 
instance, on the “point of disjunction,” be has 
no hesitation in recommending Mr, Sterling's 
grauwmar to all students of classical Arabic as 
the best and ablest to be met with, and wishes 
it the success it deserves.
